‘The four title mentioned in the 
News.of last week ‘were all heard 
inthe local Police Court on Thura- 
day last by Justice of the Peace 
Hall. 

The first case on the Docket was 


that of the Club Pool’ Hall. The 
Proprietor, Mr Sellers admitted to 


the fact thot the Hall was open af- 
ter 12. PM on the previous night. 
The charge was laid by -Provincial 
Constables Hesketh and Varzari. 
The fine imposed was $20 and the 
costs amounting in all to $24 00. 

The next, case was that of Tom 
Boyd charged with an infraction of 
the Liquor Act. 
the Hut appeared for Mr Boyd. He 
admitted for his client that after 
being pressed by a friend he had 


Jaupplied said frient with a bottle 


but he had received no eash for it. 
Mr Blanchard stated that since the 
prior conviction his client was en- 
deayoring to live strictly -with in 
the Liquor Act. Under the circum- 
stances the Magistrate imposed the 
minnimnm fine under the Act, 
$200 and costs. 

The charge illegally selling liq- 
uor-against Earnie Brown “was the 
next ease called. /Mr. Blanchard 
also appeared for the defendant in 
this ease. Mr Brown denied the 
charge. Constable Hesketh jealled 
A Johanneson to the stand. Then 
the spectators began to get their 
money’s worth. Someone in court 
used the epithet “Stool Pigeon’’ 


while occupying a room at the Am- 
erican Hotel had heen supplied‘a 
hottle of liquor by Brown. He ‘was 
positive that it intoxicating because 
both himself, MeIvoer and Brown 
had tnken a slug He paid $3.00 
for the bottle. The pottle was left 
the next day in charge of Justice 
Hall. Cross’ examined by Lawyer 
Blanehard he admitted to having 
heen friendly with Brown at one 
time while working with a threshing 
| rig near town. “And yon took ad- 
j vantage of the friendship to get 
, Brown. did’nt you??? asked the 
Lawver. He denied this and swore 
that Brown offered to supply the 
liquor. Part of the dialogue went 
like this,

Mr Blanehard, asked that the 
charge he dismissed, Certain Judges 
of the Supreme Court had eondem- 
sneh methods to seeure evidence. 
Fe also etated that the contents of 
the bottle had not been proved to 
he intoxieating by snalvtical vest. 
The ‘MagistMate decided however 
that Defendant was enilty and im- 
posed the fine of $500.00. The fine 
was paid under protest and the case 
will he appealed to n Higher Court.

Within the borders of Ontario are 
three tracts of 6,000 to 8,000 square 
miles cach that _ no white man has 
ever explored. It is estimated that 
east of the ‘reindeer lake and Kasan 
river is a region of 73,000 square 
miles area, larger than New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetts combined, which is yet to 
be explored. Altogether there is an 
aggregate of 901,000 square miles of 
country which should be represent- 
ed on the map by whiteness, and this 
calculation does not include unex- 
plored areas of less than 4,000 square 
miles.—Detroit News.
